Army and Navy Mishnps. 


Both the army and I lie navy have occasion now lo investi- 


gate explosions destructive of life. 
A hoard of inquiry is al- 


ready at work lo ascertain Ihe cause of Ihe blast in l-'orl Monl- 
Irie, Charleston harbor, which cost Ihe lives of three enlisted 
men and an ollicer and seriously injured nine olbers. In this 
case tbe breech block of a rille which was being lired in nigh I 
target practice was blown mil. Such accidents have occurred 
before, owing in most cases lo Ihe premature liring of Hie 
charge and in others lo the imperfect locking til Ihe block. In 
many instances of Ibis kind (here is some degree of careless- 
ness in the handling of Ihe mechanism, owing doubtless lo 
rapidily of action and overcoulidence born of familiarity with 
conditions. The naval accident is also of a typical character, 
1he blowing mil of a sleampipe on Ihe destroyer -Stewart 
dur- 


ing a speed lest oil San Diego, Cal. The commanding of- 
ficer in bis report stales that I lie accident was unavoidable. II 
was probably caused by an unsuspected Haw in the pipe, which 
yielded under the high pressure of sleam in the maintenance 
of a speed of Iwenly-live and one-half knots an hour. These 
mishaps are incidental lo the nava.1 service and the American 
navy is fortunate in having- sulTered comparatively-time from 
them. Some of'lli'e 1'ilropean navies are continually in IroubJe, 
on account of explosions, notably Ihe French, which has an 
appalling record of naval catastrophes.—Washiuglon'Slar.
